BOISE — Allan Shepard’s death 
and Robert Huntley’s planned depar- 
ture from Ae Idaho Supreme Court 
give Democratic Gov.

She pard, th e court’s senior mcm- 
ber, died Saturday of.complications 
from a heart atAck. Huntley recent- 
ly declared his intention to step doy/n 
in AugiLSl for a partnership in a 
Boise law firm. 

They were the only two members 
of the court not appointed by Andrus. 
Filling tiie positions this summer 
gives the governor, an opportunity to 
set the lone for the high court for 
years to come. 

His most recent appointment was 
Byron Johnson, who was named Jnst 
year to .succeed Justice Charles Don- 
aldson. who died of a heart attack.. 
Johnson’s selection was criticized by 
many conservatives, but he since 
has ruled with the majority in sup- 
port of Idaho’s controversial death 
p(innlly law. 

AUornuy General Jim Jones said 
at least in the case of Shepard’s suc- 
cessor. Andrus should look for some- 
one willi simihir positions on law- 
and-order issues.

Beighle said it was remarkable 
that no one else was killed in the 
accident, which occurred at about 
2:10 n.m. The 35-car fruit train was 
headed forChicago al the time. 

' “Ervidently, they thought the track 
was clear, " Beighle .said. That’s still

"I’ve never seen an engine torn up 
like tl>at before in my life,” he said.

Census Bureau hangs 
out help wanted signs 


■ WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Census Bureau lias hung out an early 
"Help Wanted” sign knowing that 
staffing up for the count tlint bogias 
in 11 months won’t be easy bccausp 
the temporary jobs don't pay much 
nnd most of the people who used to 
toko them arc working full-time 
'now. 

"We will need to hire about -180, (XX) 
persons during the period October 
1989 lo September 1990, with about 
315,000 actually working at the puck 
of operations,” said Charles D. 
Jones, ossocintc director of the 
Census Bureau. 

-In some, orons.thexc simply wiH 
not be enough people, while in oth'ers 
the agency may be forced lo hire 
those who arc only minimally 
qualified because there won't be 


enough applicants to offer a choice. 

“As long as the economy is good 
and the unemployment rate is low 
wc will face a big problem in hiring 
the number of people tlmt we need," 
explained Cen.su8 spokesman Ray 
Bancroft.

' traffic signal light at Wendell Elementiry 
School has ^jumped about $1,000 beyond the 
funds available, throwing doubt on whether 
it will be iitstallcd, whether it needs to be in- 
stalled and. if not, what to do with the funds 
already raised.

HAILEY - A bond issue is the liest way 
to pay for the cit/s detorioraled streets. 

While not cerUiin. tliat appeared to be 
the method favored by most of the 7.5 or .so 
local residents who attended a public hear-

.street overhaul for Hailey. 

Last fall, residents rejected a $'1-5 mil- 
lion proposal, a project Councilman Rick 
‘Davis called “the Cadillac plan." The coun-

About 75 local residents turned up at the 
Woild River High School Auditorium 
Thursday to gather public comment on the 
two alternatives. 

One ullcrnntive is a general obligation 
bond issue to raise $1.75 million. ’Hie taxe.s 
would bo assessed according to property 
value. 

The second alternative, a Isieal Im- 
provement District, would raise $2 million. 
The tixes would be assessed according to 


the extent of work needed in front of a par- 
ticular Iwmeownur's property. 

Both would raise enough to complete the 
■project, said Davis, who ehaired the Itoar-'

The council made no decision on a fund- 
ing plan, hut public comment at the hear-

• of the Twin Falls Town-site Co. to givo the 
two blocks west of the city pork for the 
site of the public buildings.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — FircHuhters aided by 
bulldozers separated 20-foot hi(;h stacks of scorched 
old tires from unbumed tires Sunday, closing in on 
remaining heaps of smoldering rubber ns fire onl- 
cinls predicted the blaze may bum itself out Monday. 

The blaze, of suspicious origin, broke out shortly 
before noon Saturday on a five-acre site near Inter- 
state 80 west of the city. Heavy black smoko Inllowed 
into the skies, forcing closure of a section of the cast- 
west freeway nearest the fire. 

Fire Battalion Chief LaMont Epperson said Sun- 
day that crows .expected to bo able to move in a 
drown remaining hot spots and use bulldozers to push 
others into pits for harial on Monday. 

As the flames died down Sunday, smoke gave way 
to a gray haze, allowing the Utah Highway Patrol to 
reopen 1-80 about 9:30 a.m. MDT. On Saturday, the 
UllP had closed 1-80 from 40th West to Interstate 215. 
Traffic was detoured through nearby Salt.Lakc Inter- 
national Airport. 

No smoke-related problems were reported at the 
airport, where planes continued to take off and land 
on schedule. Further, feared air quality problems 
from the burning tires were diminished by strong, ^ 
30 mph northerly winds, which were blowing the

Scientists use supercomputer 
to help with fusion research 


SALT LAKE CITY (API — Univer- 
sity of Utah mctnllurjpsLs arc u.sing , 
a new special gropWes supercomput- 
er in their attempt to Iwlstcr re- 
search into nuclear fusion. 

Jon. D. Miller, a mclallurgical en- 
gineer, said the computer is used Ui 
create three-dimensional structural 
models of complex materials, fluid 
flows nnd even deuterium’s behavior 
in metal crystal lattices. 

U of U chemiste'B. Stanley Pons 
and MarUn FIcischmann clnimed to 
have produced nuclear fusion by im- 
mersing palladium rods inside coils 
of electrically charged platinum in 
deuterium-rich heavy water. 

Miller said the acHar Graphics 
Supercomputer GS-IOOO couples the 
power of supcrcoropuling xvith a new 
level of sophisticated -'ID shaded 
graphics in a-single system.

From date available in scientific 
literature, Miller ilnd research asso- 
ciates C.L. Liii and Art Corte.s used 
the Stellar to constnict a round hall 
3D atomic model of the palladium 
lattice where solid-.stale fusion is 
said to occur. 

A high-resolution representation of 
the lattice is displayed on the color 
graphics monitor ns a geometric ar- 
rangement of green billiard halls.' 
The balls simulate a facc-contcred 
cubic cell ns established from X-ray 
diffraction studies of the metals 
crystalline stnicturc. 

To mimic activity Iwfon* fusion. 


the researchers inject small rifd 
balls simulating the diffusion of deu- 
terium atoms inside the palladium 
lattice. As tlie deuterium atoms set- 
tle into ojien spaces in the lattice 
slnicture. they begin bouncing 
around in what researchers believe 
is part of the process lending to the 
fusion of <ieuterium nuclei. 

The 3D palladium lattice model is 
onlv a .simple one at ^this point. 
Cortes, a Ph.D. student in metallur- 
gy, snvs. Butsplistnnlinl detail could 
easily’ be added if more data were 
available, and the result would lead 
to a better visual image and undcr- 
. standing of the fusion phenomena at 
the atomic level. 

Miller believes the special equip- 
ment could be useful as engineers 
dcvi.se ways to scale up the fusion^ 
proces'S from a laboratory device to 
a prototype reactor nnd eventually to 
commercial roality.
